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STATEMENT OF RELEVANCY 

References AO (DE 102 14 937 Al) and AW (CH 391 290) on Form PTO-1449: 

The use of the compounds is disclosed in the following paragraphs of 
DE 102 14 937 Al: 

[0048] as a light absorber or as a light emitter in organic light-emitting diodes (OLEDs), or as an 
oxidation catalyst; 
[0049] as a UV absorber; 
[0050] as a VIS absorber. 

The translation of paragraph [0049]: 
"As UV absorber they are preferably used as UV protective agents which dissipate the UV light 
to heat, or as optical brighteners which convert the UV light to visible light. They are used as 
UV absorber e. g. in cosmetics (sunscreen, for instance in clothing, too), in automotive top coats, 
in wood preservation varnish, in films, in plastics (for instance polystyrene, polycarbonate, 
polyolefins as well as ABS and ASA or PET). In case of plastics application either plastic or the 
contents of plastic containers can be protected. This applies in particular for transparent or 
translucent plastic bottles. The same applies for fibers made from these plastics which are for 
instance used for the manufacture of clothing or paper fibers (e. g. polyamides). Optical 
brighteners are used, for instance, in detergents, textiles or plastics. This plastic may be 
processed e. g. to films, too." 

CH 391 290 claims in claim 1 "a composition substantially consisting of polyamides and 
containing organic optical brighteners, characterized by a content of 0,0005 to 0,005 percent by 
weight of hypophosphoric acid, phosphoric acid or hypodiphosphoric acid or salts of these acids, 
respectively, referring to the weight of the polyamide." 
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In the specification, CH 391 290 at first deals with the composition. The applications are 
described in page 2, lines 45 to 57: 

"In each case products are obtained which exhibit an excellent resistance against the destructive 
action of heat, light, air and water. They are outstandingly suitable for all purposes which 
demand a high resistance to aging, in particular the decrease of the degree of whiteness and the 
tensile strength which is associated therewith. One can manufacture from them, e. g., fabrics 
and films which do neither yellow nor gray even after numerous washing cycles, furthermore 
engine parts and instruments [Armaturen] which can withstand even long-lasting exposure to 
light and higher temperatures without detrimental change." 

These references disclose only examples of optical brighteners and their general use in 
plastics, but no transparent polyamide molding composition as claimed. 
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
